1 . Claims 1-4 and 7-10 are currently pending in the instant application.

Claim 7: CANCELLED. 

Claim 1 0 : DELETE claim 1 0 and REPLACE with the following: 
10. A method for treating disorders or diseases mediated by T lymphocytes and/or 
PKC, in a subject in need of such treatment, wherein the disease or disorder is selected from the 
group consisting of acute or chronic rejection of organ or tissue alio- or xenografts, graft versus 
host diseases, T-cell mediated acute or chronic inflammatory diseases or disorders, autoimmune 
diseases, rheumatoid arthritis, osteoarthritis, systemic lupus erythematosus, Hashimoto's 
thyroiditis, multiple sclerosis, myasthenia gravis, diabetes type I or II, respiratory diseases, 
inflammatory liver injury, inflammatory glomerular injury, cutaneous manifestations of 
immunologically mediated disorders or illnesses, inflammatory and hyperproliferative skin 
diseases, inflammatory eye diseases, inflammatory bowel disease, Crohn's disease, and 
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ulcerative colitis, which method comprises administering to said subject an effective amount of a 
compound according to claim 1, or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instantly claimed 
compounds are novel and non-obvious over the prior art because of the R group. The closest 
prior art is U.S. Patent no. 7,220,774, Albert et al. This reference does not encompass the scope 
of the instant application, which includes the aforementioned novelty. This reference lacks 
identical or obvious substituents at the aforementioned positions. A person of ordinary skill in 
the art would not have expected that making these structural modifications would retain identical 
activity as disclosed in the prior art.
